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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the Amendment filed on 8/18/07 and 
10/26/07. Claims 4, 9, and 12-21 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 7, and 22 have been 
amended. Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10-11 and 22-31 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-8, 10-11 and 22-31 are allowable. The following is an Examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance and in light of Applicant's arguments. 

The closest prior art of record Ribitzky (6,363,393) discloses component based 

object-relational database infrastructure and user interface. 

Evans et al. (6,266,675) discloses system and method for using a relational 
database to enable the dynamic configuration of an application program. 

Cooke, Jr. et al. (6,574,629) discloses picture archiving and communication 
system. 

However, none of the cited prior art discloses/suggests "a container application 
having a first user interface layer in communication with the PACS and a second 
user interface layer in communication with the RIS, wherein the first and second 
user interface layers are configured to convert the first user interface code 
segment of the PACS and the second user interface code segment of the RIS to 
a uniform user interface and communicate patient data between the functionality 
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code segments of the PACS and the RIS, respectively, and the uniform user 
interface such that the patient data of the functionality code segments of the 
PACS and the RIS are formatted in a common protocol; and further wherein each 
of the PACS and the RIS include a workstation configured such that patient data 
can be communicated between the PACS and RIS workstations through the 
container application". 

Claims 2-3, 5-6, 8, 10-1 1 and 23-31 incorporate the features of claims 1, 7 and 
22 through their dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons given 
above.
